The ruined temple at Virginia 
Water, Surrey, isalways something 
of a mystery tovisitors to that 
beauty spot, which'was at one time 
a dreary swamp.‘ Standing in a 
tromantic glen, its columns look as 
though they had been undisturbed 
fortwo thousand: years...The fact 
is that the temple: has been in its 
present position’ about a century.
